Dear Mr, Lifton: 


I obtained your address from ft, Jim Foley, who told me that you are currently 
writing a second book on the JFK Assassination and suggested that I write to you. 

On page 868 of the Dell paperback edition of your first book. Best Evidence , you 
state : 

"I myself think that a sophisticated appraisal of the evidence must force one 
to the conclusion that there was a plot involving the executive 'branch of the 
government to remove Kennedy from office and, by fabricating the evidence..., 
to make his death appear a historical quirk of fate." 

Approximately a year and a half ago, I began trying to resear ch/ investigate a 
150 year old secret society that calls itself "The Order". (I am not referring to 
that highly publicized neo-Nazi group from Idaho, which also calls itself "The Or- 
der".) I am referring to the Skull and Bones Society (originating from Yale Univer- 
sity), which is legally incorporated as the Russell Trust Association (RTA), Inc. 

If you’ve read any of Dr, Antony C. Sutton’s four published books in his "Order" 
series to date, you know what I am referring to. 

I presume you are familiar with The Spotlight and the revelations that have 
come out as a result of E. Howard Hunt’s unsuccessful (unless he wins on appeal) 
libel suit against Liberty Lobby and The Spotl ight . It now appears that E, Howard 
Hunt, and the CIA were Involved in at least some of the operational planning and exe- 
cution of the JFK Assassination. I never believed that Oswald was the lone assassin 
of JFK, and I’m not about to believe that a bunch of renegade CIA agents — acting 
entirely on the.ir own — were behind the JFK Assassination. I immediately began re- 
searching for possible links to Skull and Bones. 

Enclosed are photocopies of my "public" file to date on Skull & Bones and re- 
lated matters, along with some other items that might be of interest to you. I sug- 
gest that you begin by reading the enclosed photocopies of my (to date) unanswered° 
letters of May 17 and June 21, 1985, to Mr. William F. Buckley, Jr. Then I suggest 
that you^read my yesterday's letter to Mr. Scott Thompson of Campaigner Publications. 
After this you can read my correspondence to date with Mr. Harold Weisberg, along 
with my request to the CIA under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA). After I 
learn ^frcm^Mr. Weisberg how thoroughly he researched Hugh McDonald’s book. Appoint- 
ment in Dallas , I will be in a better position to decide whether I should further 
pursue my FOIA request to the CIA. Also, you will note that I am attempting to track 
down Mr. Hugh McDonald, who is evidentally still alive. If you would like to talk 
to me about any of this, my unlisted home telephone number for nights and weekends 
is (713) 686-6309. I work during regular weekdays, so don’t call then. 


I don’t know what the contents of your next book will be, but I presume you 
will ^ start exploring who could have been behind the JFK Assassination. I'm not al- 
leaging that Skull & Bones was behind the JFK Assassination, but at least three of 
its ^members were, involved in the c over up : (1) McGeorge Bundy, Special Assistant for 

National. Security Affairs, (2) the late Henry Luce, then publisher of Life Magazine, 
and the late Senator John Sherman Cooper, a member of the Warren Commission. 

Then there are those astounding allegations made against William F. Buckley in that 
old LaRouche publication, The Buckley Family . In any eV(Jnt , j look £or „ ard to hear _ 
mg from you.
